The Sarnia papers note the death of Head 
Chief Joshua Wawanosb on the 25th git., at 
the patriarchal age of five score and five 
years. He belonged f& the Ojibways, and 
was a fine specimen of the red mag. He 
was boro near Sarnia and lived there ever 
since, He was a very loyal sabject of the 
British Crown, and fought in 1812 in several 
battles in defence of its honour. He was ap- 
pointed Chief by the Government 50 years 
ago. Ten years afterwards he ‘‘forsook-bis 
idols,’ and embraced Christainity, and has 
been ever since a firm and sincere believer in 
its tenets.. Deceased was a member of the 
Englisn Church. 

Niacana, June 7—Between four and five 
thousand men concentrated here yesterday, 
and the camp was formed. The. transport 
arrangements worked smoothly. The appear- 
ance of the camp is splendid and imposing. 
There are seven troops of cavalry, three field 
batteries of artillery, and eleven battalions of 
ipfantry.- There are ample supplies of food 
and forage, and the military arrangements are 
very satistactory.

Scenery in Japan. 


(Correspondence N. Y. Journal of Commerce. ] 

The country presented a beautiful picture. 
All along the road, on either side, are splen- 
did large cedar and laurel trees, hundreds of 
years old, and the usual row of one-story 
houses, the roofs very similar to the German 
peasant houses, but thetched with rice straw. 
The fields are most industriously cultivated, 
showing rice plantations or vegetable gar- 
dens, ns may be best suited to the modula- 
ting stoped or low marsbes, artificially i:ri- 
gated. The roads are in excellent condition 
There is in Japan no traffic of heavy trucks «r 
omnibusses, or teams with fast horses ; there 
are no ruts or holes; the coolies, as well as 
the borses, which are used for transportation 
are shod with shoes made of straw. The 
echoes alon; the bills and lovely dales are 
wonderiu., and the dark green pines and 
undergrowth of shrubs of different colorz, 
altersating, with camelias, sometimes 25 to 
30 feet high, form an enchanting scene. 
From Katasi we walked an bour or more to 
Pacific shore, and over a narrow strip of sand 
to the island of Iposema, meaning ‘Bog 
Istand.” which is s,asely popalated by 
fishermén on the beach. We visited many 
temples, partley old and partly in a very 
dilapidated condition. From a rock we had 
a magaificeat view of the grand Pacific 
Ocean, and were much amused by a few 
fishermen, offering for small pay, to fetch us 
fish out of the foaming breakers, washing 20 
to 30 feet high, against the rock. The offer 
being accepted, they threw themselves, head- 
foremust, into the ocean; we lost sight of 
them, but after a short time noticed them in 
the distance rapidly climbing over the rocks, 
aud true to their agreement, soon delivered wo 
as some crabs and shells.

“The powder first tried by the*Committee in the 
Boxer-Henry carttidge, and of which they eutirely ap- 
prove, is known as ‘Curtis and Harvey, No. 6.’ Several 
other descriptions manufactured at the Government 
Factory, Waltham Abbey, have also been tried, but have 
hot afforded the same uniform accuracy of shooting, 

There appear to be difficultios, confined, it is believed, 
to the qbéstion of expense, in producing a powder at 
Waltham Abbey, in all respects equal to ‘Curtis and 
Harvey, No. 6;° but the Committee, keeping In view the 
iiyportance of maintaining the great accuracy of shout- 
ing of the Martini-Ienry rifle, recommend that no 
powder should be used fr its ammunition that does not
